is that it’s easy to make your­ 
self. First, choose boards for the 
sides of the cabinet from wood 
6 to 10 inches wide and an inch 
thick. Cut them with your cir­ 
cular power saw to the same 
height as the pegboard cabinet 
back. 
Before “framing” the pegboard 
with these boards, use a portable 
electric saw or bench saw to 
route out grooves into which the 
pegboard can be slipped before 
the “lintel” board is placed on 
top. Measure the thickness of 
the pegboard. Then cut grooves,
